CHARGES OF CULPABLE NEGLIGENCE 


MADE AGAINST THE OFFICERS. 


Capt. Hamilton Washed Ashore Stunned 
and Unconscious— The Dismantled £hip 
Looted by Semi-Sayage Wreckers— 

_BDrowned at Sea-—Disasters on the 
Lakes—Casualties. 


Lonrpor, Nov. 1.—A complete story of the 
Roumania wreck on the coast of Portugal is 
begininng to come out. Capt. Hamilton says 
that he was aiding his wife to pass through 
a@skylight when he was washed away. He 
Was unconscious till he found himself on the 
Shore and he supposes that he had been 
stunned. Lieut. Rooke says that he moved 
about naked on the sands till daybreak,when 
he saw seven Lascars in acluster badly in- 
jured and near by another badly in 
juread Lascar, who soon died. He 
pent one Lascar northward while he 
himself went southward in search or a house. 
Abouti1 o’clock inthe afternvonhe met a 
Mscal guard, who returned with him tothe 
scene of the wreck. The Lieutenant was 
afterwards left alone in the niche in the cliff 
while the guard went to Obides to inform his 
superiors. The guard did not return till the 
following day. in the meantime Lieut. 
Rooke, who hada been strolling about entirely 
naked, met Capt. Hamilton, who was in the 
greatest grief. Lieut. Rooke soon left him, 
goinginanother direction. Capt. Hamilton 
- goon metsomebody from Peniche who took 
bim to a hospital. . 

A cart drawn by Oxen appeared at the 
scene of the wreck on Saturday and conveyed 
Jieut. Rooke and the injured Lascars to 
Peniche, after two days and nights spent in 
- the openair, during which time bands of 
savages pillaged the steamér’s cargo and 
carried ions of it up the hills. 

The above particulars were obtained in 
a conversation that took place betweon the 
corresponcent and Lieut. Rooke, duringa 
Journey to the scene of the wreck witha 
_ptithber of government officials. Lieut. Ham- 
fiton tried to accompany the party but 
fainted and was left behind. The corre- 
spondent continues: ‘‘AS we traversed 
the fields of Barruncho the administrator 
of the district seized several men with sacks 
of stolen property. We arrived at the wreck 
after a ride of four hours. The bow and 
stern portions ofthe wreck were separated 
“by a distance of 100 yards. The wreck is only 
sixty yards from the shore. Lieut. Rooke 
ramarked thatany plucky man might have 
swam ashore with a rope and saved all on 
board. He believes that the vessel was 
stranded through the culpable neglect of the 
officers who were on duty charged to keepa 
good lookout, but they sought protection, 
shutting themsglves inside the box on the 
bridge. He says he did not see the captain 
on deck when the steamer stranded. 

‘*‘It is generally admitted that the Roumania 
was from sixteen to twenty miles out of her 
course and after passing Cape Fozlalagoa she 
must have steered straight inland when _ 
gillel with the coast in direction of Cape 
Carvoiro lighthouse until she stranded five 
miles from the former and seven from the 
latter. The Cape was inside a bay and had 
she continued further she could scarcely 
have missed runping on the rocks around 


oiro. 

**From this scene of wreck for a distance of 
three miles northward the beach is covered 
with thousands of es of cotton and woolen 
goods, barrels of Deer, cases of 

istols, sewing machines, etc. Hun- 
dreds of tons have already been pill- 
azed. Twenty filscal guards and troops for 
ten miles of coast are quite insufficient to 

prevent pillaging. Lieut. Rooke minutely 

examined each dead body without displaying 
the slightest emotion, and identified two. 
When we returned to Peniche, at 7 o’clock at 
night, he was so exhausted that he had to be 
carried to the -bed. Most of the plunderers 
live fn the village of Ferrel. The inhabitants 
of Peniche are indignant at the savage plun- 
der, and the Government has been asked to 
encircle Ferrel with troops and compel the 
restoration of the stolen property. Unless 
the wreckage is quickly removed it will soon 
be hidden in the sand. It is announced to- 
might that seven more bodies have been 
washed ashore north of the wreck.’’ 


BURNED TO DEATH. 

BATESVILLE, Ind., Nov. 1.—Mrs. Hanna An- 
Grews, aged 73 years, was burned to death 
yesterday evening in her house near here, In 
her enfeebled condition the old lady got too 
mear the fire, when her clothing ignited and 
she died in a few minutes, Thefire was ex- 
tinguished by neighbors before much damage 
was done to the house. 


A LAKE DISASTER FEARED. 

‘NORTHPORT, Mich., Nov. 1.—The steamer 
Pawnee arrived here last night, hunting for 
its tow, which broke up in the storm of Fri- 
day night. The Captain says he passed 
through wreckage, furniture and baggage 
north of Manitou Island, The wreckage 
was apparently from alarge white steamer. 
The Captain picked up a white stanchion 
four inches square with beaded corners. He 
could seeno name on any ofthe wreckage. 
He has been unable to find anythingof the 
missing barge. 


DROWNED AT SEA. 

Onicaco, Ill., Nov. 1.—W. F. Giles and 
family perished off the coast of Loma Loma, 
anthe Western Pacific islands, on Sept. 12. 
Mr. Giles was a -: econ agent for the Expo- 
gition, sent to Polynesia by Leigh Lynch to 
bring back certain exhibits for the fair. 
With acrew of three sailors, Mr. Giles and 
his family started from Loma Loma in a 
gmali boat to catch the steamer Maria, home- 

bound, at Mango. A sharp squall came 
Up, andthe boat went down with the crew 
and passengers. The oars picked upalong 
the coast furnish the only evideuce of the un- 
fortunate journey.

MICHIGAN. 


The Situation Described by Gov. Winans 
—Electoral Ticket Prospects. 


. Lansing, Mich., Nov. 1.—Gov. Winans,who 


has addressed large audiences if every con- 
gressional district, said to a correspondent 
to-day that nothing like the apathy pre- 
valling in the State was ever known. 

**People listen to political speeches with 
great attention,’’ said the Governor; ‘‘they 
turn out in large numbers and pay the most 
respectful attention to the arguments on the 
great economic question, but they manifest 
no sign of approval or disapproval. In all 
my political experiencelI have never seen 
anything resembling the present political 
con iition. ‘Republicans maintain that their 
State ticket will elected by 20,000 majority, 
but upon what basis they make the estimate 
I can not guess. 

**For part I take it that this apparent 
apathy indicates a light vote, and most 
pronounced in the Republican ranks; 
it is to resuit most dis- 
astrously party. I feel 
safe in Attorney-General 

Vm. Newton and Land Com- 
missioner Schaeffer, whose names appear 
upon both the Democratic and People’s 
party tickets, will be elected, and in order to 
defeat Judge Morse for Governor the ‘Re- 
publicans must have at least 5,000 majority 
as he will run that number of votes ahead of 
his ticket. The Democracy is confident and 
aggressive and is making a remarkably 
vigorous campaign, but no one likes to 
prophesy.’’ 


THE ELECTORAL TICKETS. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 1.—The electoral vote 
of Michigan will be distributed by Congres- 
sional districts, The electors are fourteen 
in number, two at large and twelve forthe 
Congressional districts. The Republicans 
according to their figures will probably 


choose eight presidential electors—one in the 
Western District at large and in the Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Ninth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth Districts. ‘I'he Democrats are ‘con- 
ceded six in the Eastern District 
large and in the First, Sixth, 
Seventh, Kighth and Tenth Districts. The 
People’s party and Democrats have fused in 
the Fourth District; in the Sixth and Sev- 
enth there was a small RepuDlican majority, 
but conservative men concede thatthe fusion 
is likely to overcome it. As to the vote on 
Con ssmen aconservative estimate gives 
the First, Fourth, Seventh and Tenth Dis- 
tricts to the Democrats by reason of natural 
majorities, while Republicans claim that the 
First and Fourth are more likely to go in 
their favor. 


FIGHTING THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Chicago Wholesale Merchants Combine in 
Qpposition. 

CuIcaGco, lll., Nov. 1.—New York and Phil- 
adelphia may surrender tothe Sugar Trust, 
but the World’s Fair city will not be bull- 
dozed worthacent. At least that was the 
purport of the decision reached at a meeting 
of the large wholesale grocers in thiscity. The 


meeting was held on the request of Mr. W. 
F. Osborn, the New York representative of 
the American Sugar Trust. The plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Osborn was the one known as 
the *‘equality and rebate plan,’’ and aftera 
haif hour’s deliberation it was unanimously 
rejected. The plain English of the attitude 
of Chicago's wholesale grocers is that they 
do not intend being dictated to by the Sugar 
Trust. Ifthey want to buy sugar at5 cents 
and seli for 4 cents itis their business and 1s 
no concern of the Sugar Trust or anyone else. 
The ‘‘equality and rebate plan’’ was pro- 
sed atthe meeting of national grocers in 
ew York last June and would have been 
adopted had it not been for the active oppo- 
sition of Chicago, suppiemented by nearly 
all the leading houses in Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. St. Louisanda 
few other southern points Were in favor of It, 
but it was temporarily shelved. The meet- 
ing had no Booner adjourned 
sly work was begun by 
trust, and its friends to 
work the opposition over to the scheme and a 
few weeks agoa very ingenious circular was 
sent out confidentially to the wholesale 
grocers. Itis ingenious because it evades 
the trust law of Missouri by claimingit would 
promote competition andatthe same time 
to contain the outline ofa plan that would 
totally destroy all competition and put the 
sugar trade entirely tn the hands of the trust, 
or power to dictate price and limit the 
output, 


RAISING RATES, 


Western Passenger Fares Greatly In- 
creased. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 1.—Beginning to-day 
passenger rates were raised as follows: Chi- 
cago to Kansas City from $10 to $12.50; Chicago 
to St. Joseph, $10 to $12.50; Chicago to Leav-* 
enworth, $10 to $12.50; Chicago to St. Louis, 
$6 to $7.55; St. Louis to Kansas City,$5 to $7.50; 
St. Louls to Leavenworth, $5.50 to $;8 st. Louls 
to Atchison, $6 to $8.50; St. Louls to St. Joseph, 


$6 to $8.50, These advanced rates are the 
same as those in effect before the row 
which ended in the Alton becoming 
a non-member of the Western Passenger 
Association. The advance means an audi. 
tionalincome of about $3,000,000 annually to 
interested lines. Eastern lines were notified 
touse tne advanced rates as basing rates, 
beginning to-day, but will be unable to do so 
legally until about Nov. 15. Until that date, 
therefore, scalpers will reap a harvest on 
through tickets, as Eastern rates via Chicago 
will be basea on the old rates. Advices have 
also been received that managing officials of 
trans-continental lines had patched up a 
truce on California ratesand that all rates 
would be advanced tothe tariff_to-day. An 
ironclad agreement, it is said, has been 
signed by all lines to in no Way deviate from 
awgreed rates.

‘*In pursuance of a resolution of the Nicar- 
agua Canal Convention held at St. Louls June 
20, and by order of the Executive Committee, 
1 call upon the delegates of said convention 
to reassemble at New Orieans Nov. 3 0, 1892, 
to further consider the question of cons truc- 
tion of said canalandthe protection by the 
United States of the commerce of 
the Republics of the Western Hemisphere,and 
such other matters as may come beliore them. 
I request the Governors of the States, munici- 
authorities, Chambers of Commerce and 

oards of Trade to notify their respective 
delegates to fillthe vacancies of such as are 
unable to attend, and such public authorities 
and commercial bodies as have not hereto- 
iore appointed delegates that they do so at 
once; commercial bodies to send one delegate 
for each hundred members. The importance 
ofthis great work to the people of the United 
States cannot be overestimated, and the time 
being so close at hand all newspapers are re- 
quested to publish this call,

He was taken in, given 
supper, assigned a room and retired about 9 
o’clock, About 11 o’clock Mrs. Wartrace 
was horrified to hear the man moving in 
the room, advancing to her couch. 
She screamed, when Toliver sprang upon 
her, mn eg her into partial insensibility, 
the husband awakened by the commotion, 
crawled to the bed and with his crutch 
struck the villain, who fled and has not been 
captured by theinfuriated people. ° 


WEST PLAINS CRIMINALS. 

West Prarns, Mo., Nov. 1.—A sensational 
case was tried here last week. It was that of 
Julius Williams, charged with incest, and 
was brought here from Oregon County. The 
charge was preferred against Williams by 
his daughter, who is about 20 yearsold. She 


swore that since she was 14 years old her 
father had compelled her to submit to his 
lust, and forced her to keep silent as to the 
matter by threatening to kill her should she 
ever so much as breathea word about it.

A MANIAC’S CRIME. 

Macon, Ga., Nov. 1.—Dr. G. W. Kelly, one 
of the leading physicians of Jefferson County, 
isin custody at Louisville for killing his sis- 
ter-in-law, who tried to rescue his 8-year-old 
daughter after he had thrown the child into 


a forty-foot well, Kelly had suddenly become 
a raving maniac, declaring that God had told 
to- kill both to save them from eternal damna- 
tion. Whenthe sister-in-Jaw first realized 
that the doctor was insane, and had thrown 
his little daughter inthe well, she rushed 
out of the house totry and save the child. 
At this Kelly drew his revolver and fired. 
The woman ran into the house, and seeing 
no other way of escape, leapedtbrougha 
window. As she did so, the doctor nred 
again, inflicting a wound In the back. 

Her screams attracted neighbors, and after 
a severe struggle the madman was overpow- 
ered. A bucket was lowered into the well, 
the chfid got into it and was brought up. 
The wounded woman died yesterday after- 
noon, but the child will live. 


A LOOP-HOLE FOR PRISONERS. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Nov. 1.—A pretty 
legal question has been brought to:light by 
Judge Barclay in grantinga writ of habeas 
corpusin the Peter Renfew case. In 1888 
Renfew killed Charlies B. Dorris, a Texas 
County constable. He was tried and con- 
victed by the Greene County Criminal Court 
ona change of venue. The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court and that tri- 
bunal affirmed the decision of the lower 
court, setting Nov. 22, 1892, as the day for 
execution. Judge Barclay, at the request of 
Renfrew’s attorneys, granted a _ writ of 
heabeas corpus onthe ground that the creua- 
tion of the Criminal Court of Greene County 
was illegal. The court was established by 
the General Assembly, April 26, 1889, on the 
belief that Greene County bad a population 
of 50,000, when statistics show that the,popu- 
lation is only 46,616. If the Supreme Court 
holds the tribunal unconstitutional there 
are some forty odd prisoners in the peniten- 
tiary sent up from Greene County who caa be 
released on habeas corpus writs. 


A BUSY INCENDIARY. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 1.—About 8:30 o’clock 
this morning a well-dressed young man en- 
tered the Star Theater. The young man went 
up the stairway leading to the bill room, 
where allthe theater advertising was piled. 
He had hardly gotten out ofthe building when 


smoke commenced pouring into the audl- 
torium, Theflames had already gotten too 
much headway to be extinguished by the ap- 
paratusat hand. Theroom was a tinder- 
box and the combustible material fed the 
flames. Quick response of the fire depart. 
ment, however, prevented much spread of 
the flames and they were extinguished with 
smallloss. At noon another fire was dis- 
covered in the cupola of the Atwater block, 
corner of Superior and Water streets, but 
was extinguished without loss. The elevator 
boy saw aman getup afew minutes betore.

1.—An American 
woman showing every symptom of leprosy 
has been admitted to the Municipal Hospital, 
where she will probably remain in close con- 
finement until she dies. That her malady is 


leprosy has not yet been absolutely proved, 
but the physicians who have exam- 
ined her frequently and carefully 
are convinced that she suffers from 
nothing else. Some of them expect to prove 
it by microscopic examinations of her skin. 
Her skin is badly discolored and bears large 
epots ofa bronze color. The cuticle ig dry 
and lifeless in places and her whole appear- 
ance is that ef a leper. The patient isa 
woman of 67 who has ever resided in this 
city. She has never been abroad, nor has 
she even been near any Other person afflicted 
with leprosy to the best of her knowledge.

The two indictments against French are 
defective, the location of the place set on 
fire being given incorrectly. Both are located 
on Seventh street, whereas they are on Sixth 
street,

The Coroner’s jury brought in a 
verdict saying that Maggie Newman came to 
her death froma gun-shot wound fired from 
a revolver in the hands of a person unknown 
to the jury. 

Price will now be tried on a charge of as- 
sauilt to kill upon Officer Behm. 


Goabout’s Assailant Discharged. 


George Goabout, brother of the notorious 
Tom Goabout, who was stabbed to the heart 
on Sept. 20 and recovered, was in the Court of 
Criminal Correction this morning to prose- 
cute Harrison Taylor, the man who cut him, 
According tothe story told on the witness.

At the 
conclusion of the trial to-day Judge Clal- 
borne said he would discharge Taylor as he 
—— severely provoked when he did the cut- 
ting.

FIRES. 


The Chicago Athletic Club’s New Build- 
ing Destroyed. 

CuIcaGco, Ill., Nov. 1.—Between 2 and 8 
o’clock this morning great volumes of flame 
and smoke were seen to issue from the win- 
dows of the fourth story of the new Chicago 
Athletic Club building on Michigan avenue, 
near Madison. 

Rightinthe rear of the club-house were 


the Continental Hotel and the St. Bernard 
House, while on the south and north were 
respectively the Chicago fire cyclorama 
and the Western Bank-note  bullding. 
The club-house was supposed to De fire- 
proof, but it burned like tinder and before a 
fire company could get on the ground the 
wholeend of the structure was a seethin 
furnace. The guests inthe two hotels ha 
plenty of time to escape, even though the 
fire had spread, but they became frenzied by 
the sight of the flames so near and began 
tumbling over each otherin an endeavor to 
escape what seemed certain death. Probably 
a dozen clambered down the fire escape in 
neglige costume, some with their wearin 
apparet under their arms, while others ha 
nothing at all. The majority reached the 
street via the staircase and everyone got out 
safely. Inthe meantime the fire was rapidly 
consuming the club house and in %Iless 
than forty minutes nothing was left but 
the bare walls. A great mass of blazing 
debris was showered onto the cyclorama and 
bank note company’s buildings, but these 
were extinguished as tastas they fell. The 
cyclorama was damaged by water toa con- 
siderable extent, butas yet it is impossible 
to estimate the loss. The loss on the ciub 
building is variously estimated at from $80,- 
000 to $125,000. It was still in the hands of the 
contractor, who had not yet turned it over to 
the athletic association. It is unknown 
whether or not it was insured. 

The 8S. A. Maxwell building, in the rear of 
the burned bullding, the ground and first 
three floors being filled with wall-paper and 
decorative material, the upper stories being 
occupied by the Waterbury Clock Co., was 
only saved by a fire wall, against which the 
flames beat ineffectually. There will be 
damage in this building, the Continental 
Hotel and Haynes’ milline store by water. 
One of the officers of the Athletic Association 
was early on the scene of the fire, and 
fiinted at incendiarism. With the exception 
of the steam-fitters, all the bulidin 
trades were called off the new Athletic build- 
ing yesterday afternoon by the building agent 
of the Building Trade’s Council, The trouble 
grew out of the employment of non-union 
men, and originated with the electrical 
workers, An investigation of the grievances 
of this organization disclosed the fact that 
workmen belonging to other crafts were also 
pnon-unionists. It is known that the plaster- 
ers had been at work in the seventh and 
eighth stories, and when they left inthe 
evening had left salamanders burning to 
their work. The fire started in this part of 
the building, and the watchman is absolutely 
certain, he says, that no one but hi was 
in the bullding. It is probrble that the fire 
originated from the salamanders. 


INDIANA FORESTS BLAZING. 

BROWKXSTOWN, Ind., Nov. 1.—Forest fires 
are raging on the tabie land four miles south 
and southwest of here, witha fury that is 
carrying everything before them. The roar 
-of the flames can be heard in this city, and 
the heavens are lighted up witha glare that 
is plainly visible fifty milesaway.

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A RARE CASE OF TETANUS, 


A Patient Develops Lock-Jaw Without 
Having Sustained an Injury. 


A case oftetanus orlock-jaw of a nature 
heretofore supposed to be confined exclusive 
ly to tropleal countries, is developing at the 
City Hospital. It is that of Patient Frank 
Degaw, in the ninth division, whose en- 
trance tothe hospital about a week ago 
brought up a problem for Dr. Marks to solve. 
The problem was as to whether 
Degaw was threatened with spinal 


meningitis or tetanus. The man at first com- 
plained only of a pain in the back, and 
thought thatjhe must have sprained his back 
while doing carpenter work. After his ar- 
rival atthe hospital Degaw’s spine became 
curved, bending his body almost like a bow, 
with the muscles of the back and abdomen 
rigid and hard, and the left leg stiff and im- 
movable. He also suffered some pain in the 
spine. These symptoms, as far as they 
went, were those of spinal meningitis, 
but more important symptoms of that 
disease were lacking. With that condition 


| Of the spine, a sufferer from spinal menin.- 


gitis would have been delirious, there would 
have been a marked elevation of tempera- 
ture and an eruption ofthe skin below and 
around the lips. None of these were pres- 
ent. The only other diagnosis possible was 
that of tetanus, and to this belief Dr. 
Marks inclined, although until yesterday 
the undoubted symptoms of tetanus had not 
developed. A fact also makingthat diagno- 
sis of the case a rather daring decision was 
that Degaw stated positively that he had met 
ny no ipjury that could have caused lock- 
aw. 

But yesterday afternoon the unmistakable 
Symptoms of tetanus made their appear- 
ance.

THE STREETS OF MADRID THE SCENE OF 


Poor Respect Paid to the Memory of the 

‘ Discoverer in the Land That Sent Him 
West — Enormous Losses by An 
English Building Association Col- 
lapse—Foreign News. 


MADRID, Nov. 1.—An order was issued a 
few days ago prohibiting the holding ofa 
Proposed open airconcert on the Prado. It 
was intended to hold the concert last night, 
and not knowing of the prohibition, a crowd 
gathered to hear the music. When it was 
learned that the concert had been forbidden 
the crowd became very angry and amused 
themselves by smashing street lamps and the 
windows of the houses in the vicinity of the 
Prado. They set firetothe band s<and, and 
after this had been destroyed they formed fn 
procession with the intention of marching to 
the Mayor’s office. 

The people are greatly irritated by the 
utter failure and apparent inability of the 
municipal authorities to provide proper en- 
tertainment during the Columbian celebra- 
tion and the riot was intended as a forcible 
reminder that the people expected and must 
have a change for the better. The exhibition 
itself was opened without ceremony of any 
kind and the autborities, both state and mu- 
nicipal, have shown an almost utter indiffer- 
ence to the question of maintaining the credit 
of Spain in connection with the commem- 
oration of Columbus’ great discovery. The 
Spaniards have heara of the demonstrations 
in America and Italy, and their pride is 
touched at the failure of their own country 
to present a spectacle worthy of the nation 
which sent Colugsbus on his expedition to 
the West. The Spaniards are anxious to be 
enthusiastic, if their rulers will give them an 
excuse. They blame Queen Ohristiana for 
not taking the proper part of royaity on such 
an occasion and they also blame the ministry 
for not impressing the Queen with her duty 
to Spain and its memories. The crowd of 

geveral thousands which assembled on the 
Prado last night vainly waiting for the 
promenade open air concert was largely 
composed of respectable people and in- 
cluded a few of the upper class. The 
‘failure of the municipal authorities to 
provide the concert was regarded as culmi- 
nating evidence of their incapacty or lack of 
gpreciation of popular sentiment, and after 
“awhile the mbling heard here and there 
turned into a general murmur of disappoint- 
met and a Then there wasa general 
rush for the platforms,and in a few moments 
they were a heap/ofruins. The police tried 
vainly to restore them to order: Nobody at- 
tacked the police—a sign that the mob was of 
the better class—but: nobody paid any atten- 
tion to them, andontherioters swept from 
Prado into the Calle Puerta del Sol. ‘‘Down 
with Canovas,’’ they cried, and here and 
there were muttered shouts against Queen 
Christiana, but these evoked no sympathetic 
echo. The rioters smashed all the lamps and 
windows of public buildings as they rushed 
about the center ofthe city. Then they made 
for the residence of the Mayor and caused the 
streets to echo with the shouts of ‘‘Down 
withthe Mayor!’’ This they kept up for 
s0me time, until they had left @ny doubt as to 
their feeling regarding that functionary, and 
then, without offering any violence, they 
quietly dispersed. To-day the police are go- 
ing about taking account of the damages. 


SMOKELESS POWDER. 


A CANADIAN INVENTOR DISCOVERS THE GER- 
MAN SECRET. 


‘MONTREAL, Nov. 1.—An item in a Washing- 

ton paperafew days ago stated that a Mon- 
treal man had discovered the secret of how 
the Germans made what is known as dark 
chocolate or smokeless powder, and also how 
the French manufactured the white or gray 
melinite powder. It also said that for overa 
year he has been endeavoring to sell his se- 
cret to the United States Government through 
the Board of Ordinance and Fortifications, 
but that he had failed, as he refused to give 
‘the board a copy of the formula, so that they 
could experiment and find out for themselves 
whetker he had alscovered the long sought 
for secret or not. 

The party who was in communication with 
the board was Mr. George Blackman, a well- 
known chemist inthis city. A reporter saw 
him at his residence yesterday and asked 
him if the item was correct. He replied that 
it wasand showeda letter fromthe United 
Btates War Department, signed by Maj.- 
Gen. Schofield, President of the board; Capt. 
D. M. Taylor, Recorder of the Ordnance De- 
partment, and approved by L. A. Grant, As- 
gistant Secretary of War. This letter bore 
out Mr. Blackman’s statement, but, as he 
said himself, he was perfectly willing to sup. 
ply the United States Government or any 
other government, that of Great Britain 
preferred, withallthe samples they wanted 
go that it could be tested, but-he was not go- 
ing to give his formulas until they were paid 
for. Mr. Blackman said he could not divulge 


his secret, but he would give ail the informa- 


tion be possibly could. 

The white or gray melinite which the 
French use has for abase a nitro cotton, 
produced like collodion, without absolute 
alcohol. One of the ingredients 
might be considered- by chemists as 
an alcohol,. technically speaking. 
The manufacturer of this white or light gray 
powder in large quantities would call fora 
largersupply of sulphuricacid. The dark 
choeolate or German powder had three 
principal ingredients which analysis of the 
powder will not show. The methods em- 

loyed is almost the same as in the manu- 
hy of ordinary biack powder. In fact 
the plant now employed could be used for the 
“manufacture of dark chocolate. 

The speaker then changed to cordite, the 
smokeless powder used inthe British army. 
This, he said, might be powerful asa pro- 
peller when used in heavy guns, but not 
more so than the others, and especially mel- 
inite. 

Asa general purpose powder, he does not 
consider that cordite isapplicable, especially 
for the use of smallarms, upon the ground 
that it cannot be reduced tothe form of fine 

wader, which is necessary for use in small 
cartridges. Statements to the contrary not- 
withstanding by interested parties in the 
British and American War Departments, he 
had found by repeated tests that the melinite 
and dark chocolate powders are both proof 
against climatic changes. Mr. Blackman said 
¢n conclusion that he was now in communica- 
tion with the British War Office regarding 
these substances.

STORM IN FRANCE. 

PARIS, Nov. 1.—The storm yesterday ex- 
tended across the Southof France. to the 
coastof the Bay of Biscay. It broke over 
Bordeaux at 6 o’clock in the afternoon. Rain 
fell in torrents and was accompanied by 
much hail. At Toulouse the wind blew all 
day with the fury of a hurricane. Much havoc 
was created in gardens, public squares and 
cemeteries. tMany persons were injured by 
falling chimneys and tiles. Most railway 
trains were delayed. One train was stopped 
between Portet and st. Ange by fallen tele- 
graph poles, The roofs of two railway car- 
riages on atrain on the Bayonne line were 
blown off, 


CHOLERA DISAPPEARING. 

HAMBURG, Nov. 1.—In view or the practi- 
cal disappearance of cholera from this city 
the health authorities have decided to stop 
the issue of the daily report of suspected 
cases of cholera, and to report only certified 
cases Of Asiatic cholera, The last certified 
case of Asiatic cholera was registered on 
Oct. 13. Four deaths from cholera have been 
reported at Coolkork, Belgium. 


NEWS FROM CHINA. 

VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Nov. 1.—By 
the steamer Empress Japan information is 
received that the epidemic of dysentery con- 
tinues tospread in China. Since the com- 
mencement of the outbreak 15,000 persons 
have been taken sick in five prefectures, of 
whom 32,044 have died. 

Chi-Yui has been appointed the next Chi- 
nese Ministertothe United States. He now 
holds the post of Chief Supervisor of Instruc- 
tion. 

The ravages of cholera at Chung King are 
appalling. Deaths there are estimated at 
from 30,000 to 40,000. The people going any 
distance from home carry a tag with their 
name and address thereon. Cholera is also 
raging at Hankow, claiming numerous vic- 
tims. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 

LONDOKX, Nov. 1.—Whilea train conveying 
the Hungarian Prime Minister of the Interior 
was running from Vienna to Buda Pest, a 
bullet crashei1 through the window near the 
Prime Minister and struck the chair in which 
he was sitting. The person who fired the 
shot has not been discovered. It is not 
known whether the shooting was premed- 
itated or whether it was due to the Careless- 
ness of some hunter along the line of rail- 
way.

THEY WILL CA8T THEIR VOTES FOR 
‘ GROVER CLEVELAND. 


Statesmen, Jurists, Thinkers, Writers 
and War Veterans Among Them—Con- 
vincing Array of Names Now En- 
rolled Under the Democratic Banner— 
Why They Cannot Vote for Harrison. 


Ever since 1876 the men of brains and integ- 
rity have been coming from the Republican 
party over to the Democratic. The current 
turned after the stea] of thé Presidency in 
that year.

but also prominent men—men who have stood 
high in the councils ot the Republican party, 
who have held important. offices, and who 
long ago outgrew the chimerical political 
economy of the period of Richard III., on 
which the present tariff laws are based; men 
who see that the party which proposes to tax 
the many for the benefit of the few is a party 
which will overthrow the very Republic it- 
self; men who have lost confidence in a party 
which avowedly buys elections. 

Foremost, perhaps, among those who have 
recently been converted is Judge Walter Q. 
Gresham. He isthe best known, and was a 
good enough Republican to have been urged 
forthe presidential nomination is 1888. The 
other Indiana man, who did get the nomina- 
tion and who was elected after Indiana was 
plastered over with $2 bills,.got even with 
his rival by not appointing him to fill the 
place onthe Supreme Bench left vacant by 
the death of Stanley Matthews. Judge 
Gresham’s promotion was expected by those 
who did not know Mr. Harrison very well. 

Of Judge Gresham, when he was named for 
the Presidency, Robert T. Lincoln said: ‘‘He 
is an able, upright, fearless, experienced 
public man.’’ 

That is the kind of man who has turned his 
back on the party of his youth and who has 
come out for Cleveland. 

WAS A V.INCOLN REPUBLICAN. 

He came of Virginian and Kentuckian stock 
anda was born in Congdon, Harrison County, 
Ind., 8t. Patrick’s Day, 1832, His father was 
the Sheriff of the county, and was killed 
while trying to serve a writ on some rougbs. 
Walter Quinton Gresham was then 2 
years old. It was a hard fight to get 
bread to set before the four children, but 
Mrs. Gresham succeeded, and the boy got 
some schooling anda year’s course at the 
State University. Then hestudied law with 
William A. Porter, and in 1854 he was admit- 
ted tothe bar. In 1855 he joined the Republl- 
can party and stumped the county for the 
ticket. in 1860 he overcame the Democratic 
majority of 500in his district and went to 
Congress, where he was made Chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs. In 1861 
Gov. Morton appointed ‘‘Wat’’ Gresham, as 
he was then known, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Thirty-eighth Indiana Volunteers, and 
in December, 1861, he was made commander 
of the Fifty-third Kegiment. Itis toolonga 
story totellhow he fought ander Grant at 
the slege of Corinth, in the north Mississippi 
campaign, before Vicksburg; how he was 
made Brigadier-General; how he governed 
Natchez justly and wisely; how he fought in 
the campaign against Atlanta, and how, at 
ag Ae ag Hill, he was shotin the leg sothat 
he limps to-day. March 15, 1865, he was 
brevetted Major-General of Volunteers for 
his gallantry. 

He ran for Congress in 1866, but was de- 
feated; in 1867 he was financialagent in New 
York for the State of Indiana, and in 1869, 
Gen. Grant offered him the Port Collector- 
ship of New Orleans, but’ he declined it. 
Then the President offered him the District- 
Attorneyship for Indiana, but Gresham had 
been asking for that office for a friend, so 
again he declined. Finally President Grant 
made him District Judge of Indiana. 

POSTMASTER GENERAL UNDER ARTHUR. 

In April, 1882, after Postmaster General 
Howe died, President Arthur made Judge 
Gresham Postmaster General. In the two 
years he held this post he reduced the unit of 
letter postage from 3 cents to 2 cents and 
made a strong fight against the Louisiana 
lottery, and was instrumental in securing 
the exclusion of lottery matter from the 
mails. In 1884, when Secretary Folger died, 
Judge Gresham was tranferred to the Treas- 
ury, but in a few months he resigned to ac- 
cept the position of United States Judge for 
the Seventh Judicial District. In every place 
he held be was noted for his ability, his equa- 
ble temperament and his sense of fairness. 

It took moral courage to sit down upon Jay 
Gould in 1886 in the matter of the receivership 
of the Wabash Railroad, but Judge Gresham 
didit. Heremoved the receiver whom Mr. 
Gould had practically appointed, and put in 
a man who would deal fairly with the credit- 
ors of the road. 

Not alone in this case, but in many others, 
did the reform element recognize in Judge 
Gresham an honest man. The Harrison- 
Dudley kind of people don’t like him very 
well, though. our years ago, he said, in 
speaking of vote-buying: ‘‘It is the Phari- 
sees who dothis, the men who go tochurch 
on Sunday and the next day give money to 
these scoundrels, well knowing how it is to 
be used,’’ 

Machine politicians say that Gresham 
hasn’t been a Republican for a long time. 

WAYNE M’VEAGH’S RECORD. 

Another hardly less important convert of 
this campaign is Wayne MacVeagh. From 
1854 to 1892 he was a Republican, only voting 
for Democrats when no political significance 
attached to his vote. This is what Mr. Mac- 
Veagh says himself. From the time of his 
coming of age he had been a RepuDlican un.- 
til this present year. In 1876 he found it hard 
to believe that Mr. Hayes was rightly en- 
titled to the electoral vote of Louisiana, in 
view of the fact that Mr, Tilden had 7,000 
more votes in that State than Mr. Hayes. 
But the McKinley tariff lawand the Magees 
and Martins in Republican high places and 
the financial policy of the party were tvo 
much for bim. 

Mr. McVeagh was chosen to _ represent 
Pennsylvania in the Cabinet, and together 
with Postmaster-General James he begana 
reform in the ‘‘star route’’ branches of the 
mail service. Steve Dorsey arfa T. J. Brady 
were inthat system of tremendous robbery 
ofthe Government, MacVeagh has never been 
popular with these representatives of the 
party since that time.

The boy be ie dey worked 
his way to aneducation and by his own 
efforts succeeded in paying for a college 
course at Yale, where he graduated in the 
famous class of 1853. Then he came back and 
studied law. Two years later he was elected 
District-Attorney and made a name for him- 


self. 

He marrie 4 his preceptor’s daughter, who 
was wealthy, who died, leaving her property 
to him, McVeagh went into politics and was 
Chairman of the County Kepublican Commit- 
tee and afterwards of the State Committee. 
He went intothe armyand servedon Maj.- 
Gen. Couch’s staff. After the war Gen. Grant 
appointed him United States Minister to Tur- 


key.

The Republicans were defeated in that cam- 
paign, butin 1860, when President Lincoln 
was elected, Schurz was prominent — 
to be appointed Minister to Spain, though he 
was only 82 years old and only nine years in 
America. The war broke out and Mr. Schurz 
resigned his post and came home to enlist. 
He was made a Brigadier-General. He 
fought with Sigel and rose to be Major- 
General, but had little Opportunity to rise to 
military distinction. 

After the war he turned again to journal- 
ism. He founded the Detroit Post, served as 
Washington correspondent tor the New York 
Tribune and worked on Various papers until 
in 1869, when he became United States Sena- 
tor from Missouri. His broad arfd statesman- 
— views made him conspicuous in the Sen- 
ate, 

In 1877 he was chosen by Mr. Hayes to be 
Secretary of the Interior. When his term 
was ended he came to New York and became 
the editor of the Evening Post, being practi- 
cally the successor of m. Cullen Bryant. 
On Jan. 1, 1884, he became the only resident 
director of the Hamburg-American Packet 
Co., but resigned last January. 

He, too, a Republican from the earliest 
days of his citizenship in this country, hea 
charter member, so to speak, has declared 
that it is impossible for him to stay ina party 
whose leading men are Wanamaker and Matt 
Quay. He says this: ‘*‘What I do mean to 
say is that the Republican party, however 
great its history and however honest and 
well-meaning many of its leaders and the 
bulk of the rank and file may be, by jthe 
natural working of its high tariff policy be- 
comes the greatest engine of political cor- 
ruption on a grand scale that this country 
has ever seen.’’ 

A FINANCIAL CONVERT. 

The Republicans in this campaign have 
made all the capital possible of the bugaboo 
that the Democrats want.to restore ‘‘wild- 
cat money.’’ Just how much the financial 
policy of the Democratsis to be feared may 
be learned from the fact that Hugh McCul- 
loch, Secretary of the Treasury under the 
Republican Presidents, Lincoln and Arthur, 
has come out for Cleveland. Mr. McCulloch 
never was an office-seeker, 80no mercenary 
motive can be ascribed to him, It is the at- 
titude of the Republican party on the tariff 
issue which has made Mr. McCulloch leave 
it. He was bornin Maine in 1808, went to 
college at Bowdoin, removed to Fort Wayne, 
Ind., in 1833, and went into the Danking bus!i- 
ness. But just like allreally great men, he 
taught school, 

In 1856, the year of the first campaign of 
the Republican party, he was made President 
of the Bank of the State of Indiana. In 1863 
Salmon P. Chase asked him to come and be 
Comptroller of the Treasury of the United 
States. Heorganized the department then 
created and actually put into practice the 
national banking system of the country. In 
1865, when Mr. Fessenden resigned the Treas- 
ury portfolio, Mr. McCulloch was chosen to 
succeed him. The publie débt and-interest 
had reached the highest point ever known itn 
the history of the country and the policy Mr. 
McCulloch introduced tocorrect this evil has 
ever since been pursued, 

Until 1884 he was in private life, but when 
Judge Gresham resigned the Treasury port- 
folio President Arthur offered it to Mr. Mc- 
Culloch, who accepted it. 

Mr. McCulloch is well Known as an eco- 
nomic and financial writer. He is heartily 
in sympathy with the Democratic platform. 

COX AND WALKER. 

There is no lack of former Cabinet Ministers 
of the Republican party who have deserted 
their fellows and who now find themselves in 
the Democratic ranks by reason of having 
stood on the ground of right. There is Jacob 
D. Cox forinstance. He was Secretary of the 
interlor under President Grant, from his 
youth upa consistent RepuDlican. He isa 
brilliant lawyer and has ne the bench 
honor in his careeras Jndge.&, He enlisted at 
the beginning cfthe war and rose to bea 
generaiin command of a brigade in Gen. 
John C, Fremont’s divi . He served with 
Grant in the Army of thé Pot®mac and fought 
bravely at Antietam. the sixties he 
was twice Governor of Ohipiiand declined a 
renomination.

Knowing enough of the laws 
which govern the commercial affairs of na- 
tions to teach the science of political econ- 
omy, itis only fairto suppose that he could 
not defend a protective tariff. In 1881 he be- 
came President of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in Boston. In 1878 Gen. 
Walker was a United States Commissioner to 
the International Monetary Conference at 
Paris, and has published works on ‘‘The In- 
dian Question,’’ ‘‘The Wages Question,’’ 
‘*‘Lana and Its Rent,’’ anda ‘‘History of the 
Second Army Corps,’’ besides a great many 
magazine articles on social and economic 
topics. 

He is a type of the men who are coming out 
of the Republican ranks to the Democracy.

Then there is Judge John P. Rea of Minne- 
apolls, who was talked of in 1890 for the 
Governorship of Minnesota. He, too, came

He 
was admitted tothe Bar, and in 1869 he was 
made Assistant Collector of Internal Revenue 
for the Ninth District of Pennsylvania, which 
office he held until 1873. Then he went to 
Minneapolis. Edited the Minneapolis 7'ribune 
from 1876 till 1878. Then he was elected Judge 
of Probate of Hennepin County, which office 
he held for two terms. Then he practiced 
law,and took a most active part in local, 
State and national ee In 1880 he was 
appointed District Judge of Hennepin County 
and was re-elected without oppusition. In 
1888 he was elected Commander-in-Chief of 
the G. A. R. and was most popular. He has 
often stumped the State, but it was forthe 
Republicans.

Have helpless babies no rights that men 
and women should be made to respect?

Citizens should not overlook the consti- 
tutional amendment to be voted on next 
Tuesday. It appears on the ballot, but 
uhless properly marked a vote will not 
count on either side.

The tenement vote decreased 
about 50 per cent, and the vote of lease- 
holders nearly 25 per cent. Since the last gen-

What Marehals Mu:t Do. 


United States Marshal Frank Buchanan had 
all his office deputies busy giving instructions 
to the election deputies, They are contained 
in HMttle books, which the deputies are ex 
pected to carry about withthem. A few of 
the most important directions are these: 


You will observe, therefore, that itisan offense 
against the United States to hinder, delay, prevent 
or obstruct any citizen from voting by the use of any 
uBlawful means to accomplish such object, and you 
are autborized to make arrests for such offenses, 
proviaed the same are commiited in fuur presencé. 

I will not undertake to say what constitutes an ob- 
struction, hindrance, delay or prevention of a voter. 
Generally, I imay say that any acts, such as océupy- 
ing polling booths longer than five minutes by ony 
one voter; removing or destroying the pencil 
and furnishings of the booths; forming 

of persons net voters, gr who 
crowding the polls 60 as to 
access to them, may be acts of obstruction. 16 must, 
however, be left largely to your diseretion to de- 
termine in each case what constittites acts of ob- 
struction, and I can only caution vou to exercise the 
utmost care to see that all legal voters havea fair 
spam to approach the polls and deposit their 


You will neither hold tickets nur engage in elec- 
tiloneering. 

If any person attempts to vote whom you have 
reason to suspect is nota legal voter, you will iim- 
mediately call the attention of the Judges and §Su- 
pervisors théreto. 

This is the first time that the Marshals havs 
been enjoined to do ordinary police duty 
and, like the Supervisors, the dignity of 
some of them has been much hurt.

SHE REPUBLICANS CLAIM THEY CAN 
WIN WITHOUT NEW YORK. 


@hey Expect to Garry All the Western 
Btates That Voted for Hafrison in 
1686—Reports From the Doubttul List 
Ds Not Justify Their Claims—Compli- 
cations Resulting From Fution in 
Kansas and Elsewhere 


NEW Yorx, Nov. 1.—There has been little 
@haige ih the political situation outside of 
New York Staté if the last forty-eight hours, 
so fat fs reports received at the national 
headquarters of both parties indicate. But 
there has been a chahgs in New York. The 
Democrats are confident of Carrying the 
State and thé figures tabulated by experts on 
both sidés jiistify the tlaim. Probably the 
‘ pest indication of this is thé assurance now 
voiced at Republican heaaqtiartérs that Har- 
rison will win without New York. Howéver, 
it should be borne in mind that in presi- 
dential years New York ts always a doubtful 
State, but so far as indications count the 
chances now are as 10 to 7 tn Cleveland’s 
favor. 

Connecticut and New Jersey are counted by 
. both pa rties as reasonably safe for their can- 
didates, but a Close analysis of the situation 
from @ non-partisan standpoint, as shown in 
the reports from political centers in both 
States, willshow that Harrison has the best 
of it in Connecticut abd that Cleveland has 
the call in New Jersey. 

Turning tothe West the Republicans claim 
that Harrison will carry every State that 
voted for him in 1858, excepting possibly 
Nevada. Nevada they place in the 
Weaver column. 

This broad claim is not borne out by the 
telegraphic reports at hand from those States 
to-day. Indiana ts as safe for Cleveland as 
New York, andin Kansas Weaver’s chances 
are better to-day than Harrison’s while 
the effects of fusion will certainly 


“take four of Minnesota’s electoral votes 


from Harrison and possibly all of 
Wisconsin’s. In Michigan the Democrats are 
sure of six electoral votes, and have an even 
chance for four more of the State’s fourteen. 
While the Democratic mafagers are hopeful 
of lowa and Illinols, they so far plact@® them 
in the Republican column. One of the signs 
upon which Démocrats are basing their pre- 
diction of victory is the continued reports of 
the deféction of prominent Republicans. 
These converts to democracy are getting so 
numerous that itis with difficulty the lead- 
ers at Democratic headquarters can keep 
track of them. One of the latest Republic- 
ans to repudiate the party is Gen. Rush OC.

CHICAGO, Ill, Nov. 1. — Congressman 
Springer and Senator Palmer are domiciled 
at the Palmer House. They have just re- 
turned from a political tour of the State the 
last two months and are engaged to deliver 


a number ofspeethesin Chicago. They will 
remain until the end of the week. 

‘*‘The more I learn of the feeling of the 
people throughout the State the higher is my 
hope of Democratic success,’’ said Congress- 
man Springer. 

‘If the State does not find Itself in the 
Cleveland column I shall be disappointed. I 
know many men, always declared competent 
judges, who share my belief. Thereis nota 
pointinthe country districts where I visited 
where the leaders are not confident of sub- 
stantial gains.

THE O’SULLIVAN CASE. 


No Judgment Can Be Enforced vee a 
Dead Man. 


OTTowa, Ill., Nov. 1.—The Supreme Court 
has rendered a decision in the O’Sullivan 
case, denying the application of the attor- 
neys fora new trial. This motion has been 
denied by the Court on the ground thata 
judgment might as well be entered now as 
prior to the death of O’Sullivan, as there is 
no authority in common law for the prosecu- 
tion of a writ of error by the representatives 
of a deceased person upon a judgment ren- 


dered against the deceased in life un- 
der indictment for felony. Continuing, the 
court says: ‘‘If this motion shall be granted 
we must either affirm the judgment below 
and order itto be executed or reverse it and 
arrest it, or ordera new trial of the defen- 
dant. But th either case the order can be ef- 
fective only upon the assumption that some 
one representing or ee | in the place of 
the dead man can be affected by it.

SPORTING NEWS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—‘‘AlIl talk about sep- 
arate base ball organizations in the East and 
West respectively,’’ said President Nick 
Young, *‘is the sheerest nonsense, fora year 
at least, and for reasons which are readily 
apparent. Firstand foremost, the present 
twelve club league !s bound by the strongest 
of considerations, indorsement on notes, to 
pay the indebtedness incurred by the amal- 
gamation of the National League andthe 
American Association of professional base 
ball players. Instead of being ahead at the 
end of the past season as was expected, as a 
matter of fact there is an apparent defi- 
cit of upward of $10,000. Upward of $95,000 
was assumed asaresponsibility at the out- 
set of this season, but the calculations as to 
receipts have notcomeup to expectations, 
and itis quite likely that some of our notes 
will have to be renewed. After we have dis- 
posed of all the important questions of 
finances a proposition may be made to bene- 
fit the national game by having an Eastern 
and a Western organization, but thereis no 
immediate prospect of such a thing. 

‘*In any event,there will never be a war be- 
tween the Eastand West, as predicted, and 
for a very good reason. Heretofore the 
representatives of the American Association 
and the National League have been at swords 
point because they were not acquainted with 
each other and their methods of doing busi- 
ness. Charges were made on both sides of 
unfair dealings and discrimination, but just 
as soon as the magnates of the two organiza- 
tions came together and understood each 
other all bickerings and disputes were ended. 
Now they are united in building up base ball 
and will do everything that lies in their 
power to bring about such a result, an evi- 
dence of this being shown in their eagerness 
to meet all obligations heretofore made,’’ 

THE SOUTHERN LEAGUE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 1.—The Southern 
League of Ball Clubs has held its annual 
meeting here and has decided to increase the 
League to “twelve clubs. Charters were 
granted to Nashville, Charleston, Savannah 
and Atlanta. The members are: Atlanta, 
Chattanooga, Memphis, New Orleans, 


Mobile, Montgomery, Birmingham and 
Macon, with the four new cities above 
named. A salary limit of $1,000 was fixed. It 
was decided to open the season April 10, 
Charles C.Hart of Atlanta was elected Pres- 
ident and Samuel Altmeyer of Macon Vice- 
President.
